The Editor has used the words '* Will apparently unregistered " in 
those cases where, although the Will has been upheld by the judgment of the 
Court, he has been unable to find either Probate or Registered Copy of the 
Will; the words "[Not Regd.] " being used where the Probate can be found 
in the Probate Act Book, but the Will seems to have been unregistered. In all 
these cases information must be sought from the Wills themselves^ which will 
probably be found on the files of Original Wills,
